Amidst  surroundings  profound  and  solitary  he  grew  up  to  man's  estate,  and,  in 
power  of  mind  and  strength  of  body,  developed  the  full  flower  of  his  individuality. 

In  due  time  the  world  acclaimed  him  the  greatest  AmericEm  since  Washington, 
and  the  greatest  and  most  heroic  exponent  of  Human  Liberty  that  has  trod  the 
earth  for  two  thousand  years. 

In  the  days  of  his  young  manhood  there  was  alarm  and  terror  in  the  lemd,  and 
frightful  domination. 

At  twenty,  on  the  Mississippi's  lordly  bosom,  he  toiled  at  the  oar  for  bread.  At 
twenty-four  he  was  a  pioneer  chief  and  a  captain  in  the  Black  Hawk  war.  At 
twenty-five  he  was  a  rising  young  legislator — at  twenty-six  he  was  an  eloquent 
lawyer  defending  the  cause  of  the  weak  and  the  oppressed.  At  thirty-seven  he  be- 
came a  Congressman. 

Then  fame  threw  her  mantle  upon  him— and  step  by  step  he  rose  to  place  and 
power,  until  at  last  in  the  government  of  a  vast  republic  and  in  the  affections  of  all 
mankind  he  stood  alone  and  absolute. 

ff  ever  there  lived  beneath  the  skies  a  Christian  hero  of  sincere  and  profound 
piety,  a  true  champion  of  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  it  was  ABRAHAM  LINCOLN. 

He  spoke  softly,  he  thought  fezirlessly,  but  like  fire  flamed  his  heart. 

To  the  cause  of  the  great  Common  People  he  gave  limitless  allegiance,  and 
nothing  made  him  more  indignant  than  legislative  tyranny  or  usurpation  of  any 
kind.  "He  disliked  sumptuary  laws  and  would  not  prescribe  by  statute  what  other 
men  should  eat  and  drink."  * 

Upon  a  famous  occasion  he  declared:  "When  the  white  man  governs  himself, 
that  is  self  government,  but  when  he  governs  himself  and  also  another  man,  that 
is  more  than  self  government-that  is  DESPOTISM." 

Again,  when  fellow  legislators  attempted  to  impose  Absolute  Prohibition  upon 
the  young  State  of  Illinois,  he  arose  (Dec.  19th,  1840)  "like  Saul  among  the 
prophets"  and  tabled  a  motion  which  led  to  its  defeat  and  final  extinction  by  a 
sweeping  vote  of  75  to  8.**

^■eater  and  iixfimtely  more  sacred  than  any  mytlio- 
logical  god.  or  historians'  fancies  or  poets'  dreams. 

Coming  from  nearest  to  nothmg.  he  arose  to  near- 
est tn  eveiTthmg. 

Bom  of  the  poor  wlntes  of  a  slave  state,  and  m- 
hentmg  the  hatred  held  bv  his  class  for  the  negro,  his 
band  freed  the  millions  of  black  slaves. 

A  Bclf-made  man.  with  scarcely  one  winter'" 
schoobng  from  books,  he  contributed  some  of  the  fin- 
est gems  of  the  world  s  literature.  His  Gettysburg 
,  speech  aud  his  letter  to  Mrs.  Bisby.  which  is  printed 
'  in  other  colimms  of  this  paper  today,  are  unequaled  in 
;  all  the  classics  for  depth  and  hmpidity  of  sentiment. 

The  man  who  could  open  a  cabinet  meeting,  called 
to  discuss  the  emancipation  proelamation.  by  reading 
Artemus  Ward,  and  could  call  for  a  comie  song  on  a 
bloodv  battlefield,  was  tlie  same  man  who  could  guide- 
with  t.-lean  lumd  and  iron  hand,  the  diplomacy  that 

■  kcjit  ott  fatal  mterference  of  Europe,  while  condui 
mg  at  home  the  most  honible  of  civil  wars  that  ev 

He  reached  with  ease  the  highest  and  the  lowest 
human  levels,  and  on  the  very  field  that  he  shamed 
\i  ith  (1  1  ibald  tiong  he  left  a  record  of  eloquence  never 
attained  bv  human  hps  before.
